Power should be bestowed 
on Tahsildars to distrain the property of defaulters without 
obtaining permission from the Deputy Commissioner; but 
stich property should not be sold without the permission of 
the Deputy Commissioner. Transfers of lands to persons 
who are not khewatdars are not. made without the permis- 
sion of the Commissioner, but the writer is of opinion that the 
permission of the Deputy Commissioner should be considered 
sufficient.
